RAILWAY EXTENSIONS 


On January 23, 1964, it was announced in the 
Altona Star that the State Parliamentary Public 
Works Committee had recommended that the Altona 
railway line be extended to Maidstone Street. 

;tona residents beyond the 


and! present railway line were in-|- 
adequate and, under present 


conditions, there was little in- 
centive for the provision of a 
more comprehensive bus ser- 
vice. This could be helped by 
the improvement of the rail 
service. : 

However, the--high hopes 
created at that time have not 
been realised. 

Legislation to give effect to 
the proposal was enacted but 
so far no effective action has 
been commenced, 

Grade separation and avail- 
able finance are given at pre- 
sent as the two factors holding 
up the extension. 

Grade separation was con- 
sidered in the report of the 
Public Works Committee. but 
they decided on a level cross- 
ing. 

The report stated “a level 
crossing with flashing lights 
should be provided at Grieve. 
Highway and a footbridge in 
the vicinity of Upton Street.” 

It was expected that event- 
ually a grade separation would 
be provided at Grieve High- 
way and the committee pre- 
sumed this project would be 
given an order of priority by 
the level crossing committee,

Driving Charge Dismissed 


At a rehearing of traffic charges in Williams- 
town Court last week a £20 fine and a three months 
driving license suspension imposed two weeks earlier 
on a Geelong motorist by two Justices of the Peace 
was set aside and the case dismissed by the S.M.

" In reply to Mr, Wilson, who 
represented Istveld, Constable 
Smith said the cars, on-defen- 
dant’s right were moving 
slowly and were in the cut- 
ting between the divided 
roads. The ones on his left 
were joining Geelong Road to 
travel south. 

Istveld told the Court he 
noticed the constable a long 
way back but did not worry 
as he was doing nothing‘ 
wrong. He was able to see 
‘Kororoit Creek Road from 
3/10ths of a mile away and‘ 
there were no vehicies at all, 
coming from the right. There i 
was a lot of traffic going | 
north and no cars in between! 
the lanes. He disagreed with” 
the constable and said as the 
constable was a fair distance ' 
behind him there could have; 
been cars in the centre of the 
lanes by the time the con- 
stable reached that point. De-~ 
fendant said he slowed down, 
prior to the intersection then 
speeded up again.

She explained that Recovery 
was an organisation of people 
who are suffering, or have 
suffered, from mental illness. 

They met regularly in Mel- 
bourne and there also was a 
Camberwell branch. Men and 
women were welcome without 
distinction of age, occupation, 
profession or social position. 


The care of a young mar- 
rigd woman is instanced in 
“The Recovery News.” She 
had three children. She be- 


‘| came obsessed with fears un- 


til such everyday actions as 
doing the. shopping, visiting 
friends, or cooking a meal put 
her into a panic. 

She went along to Recovery 
meetings. Eventually, she be- 
came a keen member and, re- 
covering her own health, then 
put her knowledge to helping 
others. 


“This feeling of being use- 
ful’ to others has in itself 
been a help to her,” said the 
official. “The support she re- 
ceived from Recovery also 
helps her to face any new 
stresses in life.” 

Another woman member 
reported: “The fact that 
through my experiences I 
may be able to help another 
who is anxious and disturbed 
is of great consolation for 
having ‘gone through the 
woods’.” ° 


Mrs. Grainger said that 
Recovery met two nights 
weekly at 8p.m. in Melbourne. 

The Tuesday meeting was 
in the Four Corners Cafe at 
the rear of St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral, in the church buildings.
